In a dpaco of time so small 
as to bo hardly conceivable tho projec- 
tile lias covered the distance between 
the tv/o frames and pierced tho wire in 
the second, inteirnpting its electric cur- 
rent and ^leasing tho armature of its 
magnet, ns in tho first case. Tho iuterr 
val between tho d/op of these two ar- 
matures leprcpeiits tho time spent by 
the piojcchlo in traveling 150 feet. 
This time is inliciitcd by the chrono- 
graph in tl.e laboratory near by. Wius 
luii from each screen to tho laboratoiy, 
which is fitted up with batteries and 
switchboard?. 


The armature of the first electio mag- 


net is an iron rod about 3 feet long, 
which is PU&I ended vertically. This rod 
falls when die second elcotio magnet ia 
placed a littlo below tiio fir&t, and when 
it in uler.sed it acts as a knife, and, 
striking the sido of the falling rod, 
makes n slight mark. Tho distance of 
this cut or mark from tho end of the rod 
indicates tho distance through which 
the rod has dropped while tho projectile 
is passing from one screen to another. 
This forms tho unit for the calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns havo increased tho initial volocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in the last 
few years. Projectiles may bo expelled 
now with a force that will make them 
effective at a rango far beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—New York Sun.

You 
are quoting "since the completion of the 
annex, temporary partitions have been 
made which can be placed iu position 
or taken down in a few moments, etc." 

It takes 
lumber to build partitions; it requires 
labor, it takes paint, hardware, etc., 
the moneys to pay for which you more 
than intimate was filched from tbe 
pockets o? the taxpayers.

In the Gazette of Juue Uth the figures 


are amplified so as to show the mater- 
ial for which these sums were ex- 
pended, and >re copied from the actual 
bills on file in duplicate in the Secre- 
tary of State imd State Controller's 
offices, and may also be found on the 
bucks of the Hospital. They are abso- 
lutely correct, but the conclusions are 
equally us false. Now, what are the 
facts? The Legislature of 1895, after a 
careful investigation as to its necessi- 
liss, passed almost unanimously a bill 
appropriating iflo.OOO for the building 
and furnishing of an annex to the 
Hospital 
The Commissioners at once 


took steps to cairy out the purpose of 
the enactment. Plans and specifica- 
tions were drawn ($50 being paid for 
the same), they being the counterpart 
to the original plan of the "Nevj-'ia 


Asylum," which provided for 


tho plainest kind of a building with 
white walls (nurl not very white at 
th tt, foi the'-c secmeil to te a difference 
of opiijiou a j lo what a "skin'' coat of 
plaster HIII). 
'J he contract waa let by 


bid to the lowest biddei,thay being 
Messed. Byl.iihl & St-hadlcr. They com-

Thou Sudtnrf we had the means, we 
proceeded to finish und furnish it so as 
to fit it f o r t h i work which it wus in- 
tended for. 


Partitions, as already described, were 


prepared. Stoves for heating were pur- 
chased, lead for flooring of rooms for 
filthy patients was provided, walls were 
tinted and papered, stairs and landings 
were built at the east end of a ward of 
the aniiex. Shelving was placed in its 
basement, and in this way the money 
was expended, and for every dollar 
there was one hundred cent's worth of 
property in the annex belonging to the 
State. 


In the article of June litb he en- 


deavors to show that money expended 
supposedly on tbe annex had been 
applied to maintenance to reduce the 
cost per capita per diem. This is 
absolutely untrue, and he could have 
so ascertained had he visited the Hos- 
pital und investigated, but he did not 
desire to be convinced. 
There now 


remain but two matters to be disposed 
of— the sale of hides. 
When I took 


charge of tho Hospital I had never sold 
a hide in my life. Passing through 
the cow barn with tbe farmer who. had 
occupied the same position under my 
predecessor, I noticed some hides, and 
I said, "Frank, what do you do with 
your hides?" 
He replied: "A man 


comes along once or twice a year and 
gives us a dollar apiece for them and 
with tbe money we buy sheep." Chanc- 
ing to meet my nephew during a sub- 
sequent visit to San Francisco I recalled 
tbe fact that he was in the hide busi- 
ness, and as I wanted them oat of the 
way I offered them to him at the usual 
price. He accepted them, they were 
shipped and paid for. Before the next 
shipment hides advanced in price, and, 
writing him in relation to the matter, 
he advised me to send them on and he 
would allow me their market value, 
and I am tally convinced he did 10. If 


anyone thinks I received more for 
them than, the books show it can easily 
be verified. Upon receipt of the hides 
a bill was rendered which is on file, 
and accompanying it was a check, not 
on Reno, but on the Clearance House 
in the city with which be did business, 
so that it was necessary to deposit the 
same with the bank hero for collection. 
(As matters seem to have reached a 
hair-splitting condition, I will add that 
no charge is made for the sauio). 
By 


comparing our returns with the amount 
of tha check deposited it will not be 
difficult to pet at tbe truth. 


Tbe suggestion that because I did 


business with a relative I laid myself 
open to suspicion, never occurred to 
me. I know of no reason why my 
confidence iu the integrity of my sig- 
ter's son should not be equal to that 
reposed in a stranger. Besides, when 
my predecessor purchased supplies 
from his relatives in San Francisco, no 
cry of alarm was uttered by the Gazette 
or I would have been forewarned. 


I am accused of taking fire-wood to 


my piivate office in Reno. That I have 
taken fuel to the office in Beuo is true; 
that it is ray private office is false. I 
have transacted more business for the 
State there than I have for myself, and 
it has been private only, in so far, that 
I have paid all its expenses save i,he 
fuel, valued at three dollars a year, 
The emoluments of my position con- 
sist of a money payment, tbe smallest 
paid on the Pacific Coast for such ser- 
vices, and a living, no one denies that 
fuel for heating purposes is included 
in the l».tter and I should like to have 
some savant explain to me the differ- 
ence between sitting in my private 
apartments in the Hospital ground and 
burning fuel or consuming the saaie in 
town. With equal justice might one 
say that if I went to town before noon 
and carried with me a frugal noonday 
repaat.thatl was guilty of wrong doing, 
for while I was entitled to the same at 
the residence the crime consisted in 
eating it up town. Bat over and above 
all, I have made for the State by trans- 
actions iu that office more money than 
will supply it witli fuel for the rest of 
uiy lite. It doss seem to me t h u t t h e 
Gazette is rather shortsighted, for if I 
have indulged in all sorts of luxuries 
and given the same to tbe inmates and 
ii has cost the State but $i8 13 per 
capita per diem, while that under my 
predecessors ranged from $50 34 for 
the last term of Dr. O. H. Tboma and 
$61 77 his first term to as high as 89 
cents under his predecessors, and us 
they did not furnish these luxuries, 
what became of the money they are 
supposed to have expended ? 


As to the motives which induced tihe 


attack made by the editor of the 
Gazette and "the power behind the 
throne" I shall say nothing, it is'be- 
neath the notice of any right minded 
man. The facts need only be shown to 
make the malice apparent, for no sane 
being over the age of ten could read 
the report of the Commissioners and 
honestly reach the conclusions pub- 
lished in the Gazette. 


In conclusion I have but this to say, 


when I entered upon the work L am 
now in charge of, it was with a full de- 
termination to honestly and faithfully 
administer the trust placed iu my 
hands. My work bus been a matter of 
pride with me, the thought tout I had 
at most but a few more years to live, 
and that when I am gone some one 
would say, "This or that improvement 
was made by Superintendent Berg- 
stein, this or that WHS done to lighten 
the burden of life of those who were 
entrusted to his care," gave me greater 
satisfaction than any monument that 
could be left by a Fair, a Gould, or a 
Vanderbilt. 


And as I began so I shall continue, 


whether I remain in charge of this in- 
stitution a day or for years, I shall do 
everything in my power, aided by the 
Commissioners, to alleviate tbe suffer- 
ings and restore to health if possible, 
the unfortunate wards of tbe State, 
and conduct matters in the best inter- 
ests of the taxpayer* of the Common- 
vealtb,

But one per- 
on, the Hon. W. W. Booher of the 
Daily Independent, availed himself of 
his offer, and he visited the Hospital' 
he very day the invitation was pub- 
ished, Bnd after spending many hoars 
n examining the books and property, 
ays, in speaking of the charges of the 
'azette, "had its editor taken the pains 
0 thoroughly examine the report, vio- 
ted the institution and examined the 
ooks and property, we do not believe 


he would have published the article he 


as," and later on he adds that "the 
bought of misappropriated funds and 
robbery of the people exists only in 
he minds of those who will not inves- 
igate and learn the f jets." 
Repeated invitations tuve been ex- 
ended to the editor of the Gazette by 
Governor Sadler and State Treasurer 
Westerfleld, two of the three members 


f the Board of Commissioners for the 
3nre of Indigent Insane, with the as- 
uranco that every courtesy should be 
xtended him and an opportunity f.o 
horoughly examine the books and 
iroperty of the State, but he has in- 
ariably declined. 
In u recent issue you suggested an 


nvestigation by the Board nnd a pub- 
ication of the facts for the benefit of 
ho public. Without consulting the 
Board, I will say an invastigation by 
hem is unnecessary, as the expeadi- 
ures made the subject of discussion, 
'ere made uader their supervision and 
either they or I have any cause to 
lush for them. 
I do propose, however, to give you a 


alain statement of the facts, when the 
utragoous character of the assault as 
veil as its absurdity will be at once 
pparent. 
The Oa:ette of Monday, 


March 15,1897, says: 


We spent most of yesterday exam- 


ning the report of the Commissioners 
or the Care of the Insane, and we can- 
ot figure it out in any other light than 


a very remarkable document. 
The 


first thing that attracted our attention 
vas the annex to the asylum, contract" 
d and built at an expense of $9,250. 
S. Byland, the contractor, informs us 
hat his contract palled for the comple- 
ion of the building ready for occu- 
tancy, including painting. This, Mr. 
Ryland says he complied with and 
urned over to the State the building 
eady for occupancy, minus the win- 
dow guards. Yet Superintendent Berg- 
tein's reports show $876 70 paid for 
lardware; carpets, $168 9i, (and by 
he way of parenthesis we will say we 
hink the State a little extravagant in 
,arpeting the wards of an insane asy- 
um). His report shows $1,183 82 spent 
n bedding for the annex, including 
;825 for blankets, which at $3 50 per 
pair would furnish quite a quantity, 
"he report shows $786 80 for furniture 
or the annex including $397 20 for 
jhairs; painting $228 20; 
carpenter 


work, $102; wall paper, $42, and many 
more items that seem equally extrav- 
,gant." 
The evident intention of the editor 


s to convey to the mind of the reader 
he impression that the contract of E. 
Jyland not only called for the erection 
of the annex but also its furnishing, 
nd hence that the various sums re- 
jorted to have bepn so expended have 
seen stolen from the State Treasury— 
ill subsequent articles which he pub- 
iahed aro simply a rehash of this edi- 
.orial, convey the same impression and 
u hia last article, Juno 14, 1807, ap- 
jtMr* the following : "Now we have a 
wilding furiiitlied uccoiding tu contract 
eady to move in." 


A more outrageous, bare-faced lie 


vac, never published in public print 
He says he has a copy of the "specifi- 
sations" (ti copy of the same can bs 
een at the hospital by any citizen; 
ind I dare him to point to a single line 
or word which would indicate that the 
Contract included the fui nishing of the 
annex. 
The contract calls for the 


plainest kind of a building and the 
jontractor did not exceed the letter of 
.his contract. 
The article of May 15th 


,hen goes on : "The report shows that 
t cost to guard the windows $4.09 60, 
which we take for granted is all right." 
Thanks, neighbor, for such a conces- 
sion. Tbis, however, gives me an op- 
portunity to illustrate my method of 
obbing the taxpayers. When the annex 
approached completion it became ne- 
cessary to make arrangement for win- 
dow guards. No one in Nevada makes 
or deals in such goods. It chanced 
that an agett of a large firm in San 
Francisco visited Reno at that time, 
and I asked him to bid on the work. 
After a visit to the Hospital and 
fully examining the goods requested 
be offered to supply them for forty 
cents a square foot or iu round figures 
six hundred and eighty-five) dollars for 
the sixty-one guards required. I re- 
ported the matter to the Board and 
told them I believed I could effect a 
saving by going to California whore 
these articles are made, and at the same 
time secure such other goods as are 
not kept in the State required for 
furnishing. Acting on the suggestion 
1 went to San Francisco, andg inviting 
bids from the various manufacturers 
obtained them at the Pacific Coasl 
Wire Works for four hundred dollars 
We afterward found an additional 
grating necessary, which added nine 
dollars and sixty cents for their cost, 
The article then continues : "The re- 
port shows $136 80 paid for bedsteads 
We have made inquiry ot tbe farnv 


ture stores in town and find that first- 
class iron bedsteads can be bought 
any where for between $7 and $8 each, 
the sum spent would therefore buy 
about eighteen." On June 14th, when 
publishing a list of bills allowed and 
on file at the State Capitol, he has 
"furniture—bedsteads—$136 80." 
He 


does not, however, state that the num- 
ber was twenty-four, for that would 
show they cost exactly flvo dollars and 
seventy cents each, which would be aa 
excellent axample of how we outraged 
the unfortunate taxpayers, and I will 
add the best bedsteads ever acquired 
by the Hospital : "But it took $825 to 
ilanket the beds, or about two hun- 
dred pairs, bought in the open market 
or $3 50 n pair." Where does he ob- 
ain the information that wo furnished 
eighteen beds for patients 1 Surely 
not from the report, for that shows that 
we made provision for seventy-five 
patients. 


The fact that but twenty-four bed- 


steads were purchased indicates noth- 
ng, for it was well known that the 
annex was built to relieve the over- 
rowded condition of the old building. 
There were quite a number of bedsteads 
hat could be utilized but no bedding 
It for use. There were a number of 
old stinking puln and wool mattresses 
and pillows made of the same material, 
also of hair. These were discarded iind 
nice hair mattressps and feather pil- 
ows took their place as rapidly as tliey 
•ould be made up at (lie Hospital, 
hence the bill for feathers and hair, 
bed ticking, etc. 


Upon taking charge of the Hospital 
was informed that the patients suf- 


'ered from cold, so in furnishing the 
annex for seventy-five patients I pur- 
chased two pair of heavy all wool 
blankets at five dollais and fifty cents 
a pair, each, and they are well worth the 
price paid, in addition to that, I bought 
four dozen comforters, and if tno pair 
of blankets and a comforter are not 
sufficient to keep my patients warm I 
shall purchase as many more a? may 
je required to make them comfortable. 
'During a visit to the Asylum a few 
months ago we noticed the wards were 
'urnished in the main with benches a 
few cheap chairs to be seen only in the 
womens wards. Four hundred dollars 
would buy good chairs enough to seat 
aalf the town of Keno and we can't for 
he life of us see where $400 worth of 
chairs could ba put in the annex." So 
the editor does cot remember his visit? 
Well, this is a biirprise, lot us recall the 
Facts. One rmrning last Summer dur- 
.ng the 
mouths either of July or 


August he visited the Hospital, it was 
eleven forty-five o'clock. I met him at 
the door and told him I was sorry it 
was after visiting hours, that the em 
ployes were all busy either in feeding 
;he patients or preparing their food, 
;uat if he would return lit two in the 
afternoon we would be delighted to ex- 
;end him every courtesy. He informed 
me that his friend (to whom he intro- 
duced me) was a railroad man from 
Salt Lake, that his time was limited 
and that if ho could not go through 
;hen he would be compelled to deny 
himself that pleasure. I told him iu 
;hat event I would show them through 
myself, and for an hour, until they de- 
clared they had no more time, I de- 
voted myself to them. Gentlemen of 
;he press usually acknowledge such 
courtesies, this is the first I have re- 
ceived. Now for the facts. In a sub- 
sequent editorial in which this slander 
is repeated, he called attention to the 
fact (which I know to be true) that 
with an assistant he had spent a whole 
day examining the bills in the State 
Controller's offljo. 


In his article of June 14th we find 


the following: "In December, 1896, we 
Jod the Superintendent bought firu 
dozen chairs at $60 a dozen—$5 apieca 
—and one dozen rockers at $72, hoi.jLt 
or" John Bruuer, Sicramento."

But there is another thing ho over- 
looked, in examining the bills at Car- 
son he did not find any for the old 
chairs and tenches he saw during his 
visit, they were heirlooms, an evidence 
of the magnificent furnishings left by 
my predecesaor. 


But 
we 
aro 
not quite through 


with these chairs yet. In another 
editorial tbe writer says (I regret I 
have not the copy to quote his exact 
language), "we visited the furniture 
dealers of Reno who informed us they 
could have furnished them (the chairs) 
for less than the price paid." 
A few 


days after its 
appearance business 


took me to the establishment of Don- 
nels & Steinmetz. The senior member 
of the fiim at once called my atten- 
tion to the article and desired me to 
understand that neither he nor his 
partner had anything to do with it. 
While he was explaining, Mr. Stein- 
metz came up and apologizing for the 
interruption said: 
"Doctor, there was 


an article in the Gazette the uther 
evening which said that the editor bad 
called on the furniture dealers, who 
had informed him that they could have 
nupplied the furniture bought by you 
for less money. 
Now, I want you to 


understand that neither Mr. Donnels 
nor myself had anything to do with 
that article. I met Mr. Bragg and took 
him to task about it. I told him that 
you had treated us very kindly ever 
since we bad been in business here, that 
there was only one other furniture 
house in town, that he had not asked 
the opinion of either Mr. Donnels or 
myself that we had expreis»d no such 


opinion nor could we> never having 
seenN the goods express an opinion as 
to their value and that by his publica- 
tion he had done ns a serious injus- 
tice and might do us great harm. 
'Oh,' said Mr. Bragg, 'the doctor won't 
mind that.'" 


"Honest criticism of a State officer's 


report. "Honest, honest lago." 


"While the report seems ler-y com- 


plete it does not speak of one patient 
who was killed by jumping from the 
roof and another jumping into the 
river and drowning. 
We have heard 


rumors of more violent deaths, but the 
two spoken of are cases of public 
record." 


The case of tho patient who fell (not 


jumped) from the roof will be found 
reported on pages 11 and 31 of the re- 
port. Now, what are facts? A patient 
who for many years had been accus- 
tomed to work in the patients' dining 
rooms and halls on the third floor and 
had been in the habit of getting water 
from tbe attendants' bath-room took a 
notion to step out upon the roof. 
He 


was the subject of religious mania and 
was in the habit of addressing his invo- 
catton to the Deity while looking up at 
tiie^un; euch was undoubtedly the 
case^on that occasion. 
It was a hot 


summer flay, a fit of dizziness was the 
result and ha fell from the roof and 
death resulted. 
Not only is 
this 


case reported in the report, but before 
burial, I personally reported the case 
aud facts to tho Coroner so that he 
might investigate the case if he thought 
necessary, which he did not, and told 
me to bnry him. 


Now for case number 2. 
A patient 


who for many years had the liberty of 
not only the Hospital and grounds, 
but was even permitted to visit Reno 
unattended, 
disappeared 
one day. 


Somo weeks afterward a body was 
found in the river a few miles below 
tbe Hospital. 
The Coroner informed 


me that the body was BO badly decom- 
posed that he buried it at once, un- 
identified. 
In bis pockets was found 


a card with the name of the escaped 
patient. 
He had a red handkerchief 


and shoes with bucklos on (hem such 
as the escape woie. 
Upon those facts 


they concluded it was the oecaped 
patient. 
There isn't a court of law in 


the world which would endorse that 
conclusion and it was not sufficient to 
induce me to so leport, 


Now, for argument's sake let us sup 


pose it was Uie patient. 
What of it ? 


Such accidents oeoiir in all hospitals 
and asylums in the world nnd no one 
regrets them more than thoso con- 
nected with such work. 
In fact we 


have daily reports of men falling from 
roofs also being drowned who are not 
insane; would tbo editor have ua infer 
that all mankind should be kept under 
lock and key to prevent such acci- 
dents. 
Oh ! no, but ho would imply 


carelessness on our part. 
Lat 013 ask 


you tn follow me for a few moments. 


The average of attendants to patients 


in hospitals for the insane iu the State 
of New York is one to seven aud a 
half. The average in the wholo United 
Shiles is oue to fourteen and n half. 
The average in the Nevada Hospital 
for Mental Diseases is one to twenty- 
four and a half. 
la it then u matter of 


wonderment that we have aiiuil ir nc^i- 
dents to-thosa ocourriug elsewhere ?

number of attendants to inmates up- 
phes with double force to this matter 
and in the language of the superin- 
tendent of an 
eastern 
institution 


located in a thickly settlsil community, 
"one-half of all those who elope disap- 
pear as if tbe earth opened and swal- 
lowed tbocu." 


"Tho report says nothing about the 


payment of ten dollars per month for 
standing the double buggy team of the 
Asylam in n stable in town between 
the hours 2 and 12 P. u. but the bills on 
file in the Controller's office show that 
snm i^paid every month. 
Still this is 


a small item of 'expense.' " 


That $10 a mouth is paid for stabling 


State stock in town is true; it has al- 
ways been paid except during 
the 


term of my immediate predecessor. 
"A merciful man is merciful to his 
beast," and the same rule has always 
been practiced in all other State in- 
stitutions which are located some dis- 
tance from town. That the horses are 
stabled from 2 to 12 P. si. is false, with 
the exception of possibly eight or ten 
times a year it has been my custom to 
return to the Hospital between 5 and
